The helmsman, as tired as the 
others, decided that he deserved a 
rest as much as they and turned the 
tiller over to a cabin boy. 


Abandon Ship.

Guacanagari. 
Promptly the chief 
sent a message to Columbus assur­ 
ing him that he would give him all 
the assistance possible. 
The noble chieftain was better 
t' an bis \v Ord. 
He assembled a 
great flotilla of canoes and des­ 
patched them to the Santa Marla to 
bring all its valuables ashore. Amid 
the cargo the natives saw’ many 
things that made their eyes open 
wide with envy. Yet so strong was 
their friendship for the white men 
and so careful Guacanagari's su­ 
pervision that not a single article 
was stolen. 


Christmas Banquet. 
After the last article had been 
brought ashore, Guacanagari had 
another plan. His guests had missed 
Christmas, but there was no reason 
why Columbus and the men should 
not enjoy the finest banquet he and 
his followers could provide.

Pagan Rites Basis 
Of Many Customs 


Strange as it m ay 
seem, 
most 
American Christmas custom s stem 
largely from Pagan rites p racticed 
long before the birth of C hrist. 
The custom of exchanging 
gifts 
is one of the few th a t springs from 
the Christian era. C h ristm a s 
can-j 
dies, bonfires and Y ule logs arise 
from the heathen festivals ob serv­ 
ing the winter solstice, D ecem ber 
21, when the days begin to lengthen. 
That was a time of great rejoicing 
for ancient sun w orshippers 
who 
built bonfires to give strength to the 
“ winter sun-god.” 


Pre-Christian Romans ornam ented 
their homes with green boughs and 
flowers for the Feast of Saturnalia 
which began Decem ber 19. Druids 
gathered mistletoe for that season, 
while ancient Saxons 
used 
holly. 
ivy and bay. Modern m istleto e and 
holly wreaths come from th ose peo­ 
ples. 


Christmas trees, too, spring from 
the ancient German d ays w hen Ger­ 
m anic tribes made sacrifices to the 
sacred oak tree of Odin. W hen the 
m issionary St. Boniface tra v eled to 
Germany in the Eighth C entury and 
saw these celebrations he persuaded 
the natives to substitute a fir tree 
for the oak and to adorn it in a 
tribute to the Christ Child.

W hile all of the C hristian world 
is preparing to celebrate the advent 
of Jesus C hrist upon earth, m any 
people wonder about the appearance 
of this one whose personality and 
teac' ings have changed all history 
and directed the courses of millions 
of lives. 
T he following is a ropy of a letter 
w ritten during th? lifetim e of Jesus 
Iv Publius Lentulus, predecessor of 
Pontius Pilate as governor of Judea. 
The letter was to Tiberius Caesar, 
Em peror of Rome. 
W hile the au th - 
ticity of th? letter cannot be vouch­ 
ed for, yet it is of extrem e interest 
to those who are students of the 
M aster. 


T he letter follows: 


“A m an of noble stature and of 
very beautiful countenance, in which 
such m ajesty resides th a t those who 
look on him are forced to adm i 
him. 


“His h air is of the color of a fully 
ripe chestnut and from his ear down 
to his shoulders it is of the color of 
the earth, but shining. 
It is parted 
in th e middle of his forehead, after 
the m anner of th e Nazarenes. 


“His forehead is sm ooth and very 
serene, his face free from wrinkle 
and spot, and w ith a slight co’or. 
“T he nostrils and lips cannot rea­ 
sonably be found fault with. 
“The beard is thick, and like the 
hair, not very long, and divided in 
the middle. 
“There is a look of terror in his 
grave eyes. 
The eyes are like the 
rays of the sun, and it is impossible 
to look him steadily in the fa.?e on 
account of their brilliancy. 
“W hen he reproves, he terrifies; 
when he admonishes, he weaps. He 
makes him self loved, and is gravely 
cheerful. 
It is said that he was 
never seen to laugh, but he was seen 
to weap. 
“His hands and rams are very 
beautiful. 
“In conversation he is charming, 
but he seldom engages In it. and 
when he does converse he is very 


modest of countenance. 
“In presence he is th e most beauti­ 
ful m an th a t could be seen or im ag­ 
ined; ust like his m other, who is the 
m ost beautiful young person th a t 
w’as ever beheld in these parts. 
“In learning he is an object of 
wonder to the entire city of Je ru sa­ 
lem. 
He never studied at all, and 
yet he knows all sciences.

“He wears sandals, and goes bare­ 
headed. 
M any laugh at 
seeing 
him ; but in his presence, and when 
t .speaking to him , they fear and tre m ­ 
ble.

“It is said th a t su :h a m an was 
never seen or heard in these parts. 
In tru th , as the Hebrews tell me. 
there never were hard such advices, 
such sublim e doctrine as this C hrist 
teaches; and m any of the Jews hold 
him for divine, and they believe in 
him. while m any others accuse him 
me as being contrary to thy m ajesty. 
“It is acknowledged th at he has 
never dons harm to any one, but 
good. 
All th a t know him and have 
had dealings with him , say th a t they 
have received from him benefits a1 
health."
